was twice president of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers and 
was chief electrician at tho world’s 
fair in Chicago. He was seventy years 
old. 


W ashington, March 2.—Foreign and 
dom estic shipping of the United States 
is so com bined by agreem ents, pools 
and conference arrangem ents th a t an 
attem pt to dissolve the com binations 
would cripple trade. 
This is the conclusion reached by 
the house m erchant m arine and fish­ 
eries com m ittee in the final report of 
the so called shipping tru st investiga­ 
tion. 
The com m ittee, after two years’ ex­ 
haustive 
inquiry, 
recommends 
that 
both foreign and domestic shipping 
com binations 
be 
placed 
under the 
strict control of the interstate com­ 
m erce commission and that, lf neces­ 
sary, the commission be enlarged to 
care for the additional work. 
The final recom m endations of the 
com m ittee are embodied in the four­ 
teenth volume of its report, just com­ 
piled, which sets forth that shipping 
lines in practically every trade rout­ 
ing from or to United States ports are 
operated by agreem ent or conference 
to restrain com petition. 
The report concludes that the ad­ 
vantages accruing to both shipper and 
ship line are so great th at the combi­ 
nations should be allowed to continue, 
under the supervision of the in ter­ 
state com m erce 
commission 
as to 
rates, classification, rebates and dis­ 
crim ination. 
The report deals with 800 foreign 
and dom estic navigation companies 
and 200 railroad lines. 


Not Certain That National Legislators
